SICKNESS OF TROOPS. 


St. Petersburg, July 13.—An official 


statementof the number of sick and 
wounded belonging to the Manchurian 
army shows a great increase in sick- 
ness after a few days' rain and also a 
large proportion of sick and wounded 
officers compared with men. 
The fig- 


ures are according to the listed 
strength of the army. Before the rains, 
to June 26, the totjal was—officers 71 
and men 39 per thousand, of whom 
wounded officers numbered 10 and meai 
C per thousand; suffering from contag- 
ious diseases, 2 per thousand, of whom 
one-half were suffering from dysentery 
and one-tenth from typhus.

was one case of plague and not a sin- 
gle case of smallpox.

Twenty-two 
cases of horse and cattle plague were 
also reported.

If these 
rails wear much longer than iflie 100- 
pound rails on the main line the heav 
ler rail will likely be adopted at •seme 
future time.

This demand was amended after our 
second conference with the packers in 
June. 


"We agreed to a scale of IS 1-2 cents 


an hour, except m Omaha and Sioux 
City, where the scale is 19 cents. 


"The packers, on the other hand, re- 


fused to pay more- than 17 1-2 cents an 
hour, and declined to sign any agree- 
ments at all, except with a small pro- 
portion of the workmen. 


"The question of wages to skilled 


men was not discussed. 
To 'unskilled 


workmen the average wage was 18 1-2 
cents, but when we asked that this be

ing county and vicinity, and the strike, j 
if continued, will prevent the shipment J 
of cattle to the big stock markets of 
the country, thereby overstocking the 
market here and will consequently 
bring the prices down. 


Mat.5 Brothers said that while

shippers would be unable to sell their 
stock in the stock yards, they would bu 
compelled to sell it to the local mar-

would reap the advantage.

hushed by bis great argument and 
every defect iu his particular reason- 
ings be hidden by the blaze of glory 
which shines from his masterly indict- 
ment of war as a modern principle, 
with all its illogical aud senseless 
crimes."

safe.

; face unreasoning unpopularity as a 


i soldier would storm an iutrenchment. 
' He knew well what he was doing 
when be spoke of the czar, at a time 
when that monarch was the object of 
the frantic adoration of all Russia, as 
the "unfortunate and entangled young 
man," and again as "Nicholas Roman- 
off, with Alexei Kuropatkin, decided 
to kill thousands of deluded Russian 


1 peasants in support of those stupidities, 
robberies and every kind of abomina- 
•tion accomplished in China and Korea 
by immoral, ambitious men now sitting 
peacefully in their palaces." 


i The diplomatists who by their blun- 
dering and lying policies brought on 


1 the war are the special targets of Tol- 
stoi's winged shafts. The journalists 
who at first deceived the people, then 
excited them to fury and urged them 
on to death, while they themselves 
stayed securely at home coining money 
out of the blood of their fellows, he 
denounces in unmeasured terms. 
He 


chastises the great nobles and the con- 
cessionnaires in the far cast with a 
scourge of scorpions. He holds up to 
scorn the soldier who "seeks the bubble 
reputation at tbe cannon's mouth," 
glutting his savage instincts and hop- 
ing all the while for the death of his 
superior that be may win promotion. 


In his depictions of the onset of the 


war mania, however, the great realist's 
pen is sharpest He sweeps away all 
the pretenses of the war party. In a 
moment of madness, he says, all that 
raises us above the beasts is thrown 
away. The whole work of civilization, 
the progress of science, the teachings 
of religion, are forgotten. 
He forces 


liome with terrible truth the futility of 
armed conflict, its tendency to national 
suicide and ultimate anarchy. 


To the arguments of those who see 


in the growth of armaments and the 
increasing deadliness of implements of 
war a prophecy of universal peace he 
replies -with marked irony. Yet his 
own remedy, in the light of the practi- 
cal, 
seems little better. 
His remedy 


lies in idealism. Let men reflect on tbe 
meaning- of life, on the love of God 
and on the brotherhood of man; then 
they will go to war no more. Though 
that doctrine has been taught for nine- 
teen centuries by the disciples of the 
Son of God, the world is not yet ready 
to accept ft. But. however far from the 
millennium we may be, we cannot 
question the justice and the awful ve- 
racity of Tolstoi's arraignment 
His 


word picture of war as it is should be 
preserved with the canvases of Ye- 
reschagin, the great soul who, by de- 
picting with terrible realism the battle- 
fields of Russia's past, sought to avert 
Mich another cataclysm as that in 
which he lost his life.

Doctor and Dying Patient. 


In an address before the America 


Medical association an eminent physi 
cian, speaking on the question, "Shal 
a Physician Tell a Patient He Is Going 
to Die," said: 


"The truth is not always so alarming 


to the patient, painful as it often is to 
the physician. In fact, it seems to me 
this is one part of our duties that does 
not become less trying with increasing 
experience. To the^ sick man whose 
thoughts have been turned toward the 
end longer than others suspect, intima- 
tion of a fatal end often brings no 
shock, but rather relief from the end- 
ing of a painful uncertainty. Accord- 
ing to the rulers of the Roman Catholic 
church a timely announcement should 
always be given, and those who have 
witnessed the last days of members of 
this faith can confirm the statement that 
good often follows, speaking merely 
from a medical standpoint, and rarely 
harm, while the same thing is true of 
many of other faiths or of no faith. 
Even where we have to give a fatal 
prognosis there are certain mollifying 
influences that can be introduced, aside 
from those that s'pring from a tender 
heart. A hope can be expressed based 
on the fallibility of human knowledge 
in general and medical knowledge in 
particular." 


The Rocking Chair In tile Dark. 
Although the narne of the man who 


invented the American rocking chair 
has been lost to us in the mists of time, 
it is considered highly probable that 
new arrivals on registering in the here- 
after will be'able to see it emblazoned 
on the scroll of fame in letters of brim- 
stone and surrounded by an asbestus 
wreath of laurel. 
This is the view 


shared by all who have encountered an 
American rocking chair in the dark. 
A rocking chair may be the instrument 
whereby weary persons attain comfort; 
it may be the joy of the flippant youth 
and the solace of blase" age in the day- 
time or when the gas is burning, but 
by some miraculous agency it changes 
its nature completely when darkness 
falls, becoming an instrument where- 
by the ruler of evil recruits his corps 
of coal shoveling imps.

of furniture. It is composed wholly of 
rockers, and the rockers are composed 
entirely of sharp ends which fly forth 
and strike the shin for choice with 
devilish accuracy of aim.

Kit Canon's Rifle. 


It is perhaps not known to all the 


world that the rifle of Kit Carson, the 
great western hunter, scout and ex- 
plorer, is carefully preserved and may 
be seen by those who know its where- 
abouts. At the time of Kit Carson's 
death he left this rifle to Montezuma 
lodge, F. and A. M., of Santa Fe, N. 
M., in whose charge it has remained 
ever since, an object of great interest 
and very highly prized by all members 
of that society. 


Montezuma lodge is one of the oldest 


organizations of that nature west of 
the Missouri river. It was organized 


Russia and England. 


One of the most important utterances 


made since the outbreak of the war in 
the far east is that of Prince Hespere 
Oukhtomsky, who was recently in this 
country to represent the Russian press 
at the world's fair.

York the prince prepared a paper for 
the Outlook, in which the following 
significant language occurred: 


When the situation in the far east has 


been cleared up by means of ultimate 
Russian 
victory, 
which is inevitable, 


there will come a reckoning with Eng- 
land, who is undoubtedly responsible tor 
the Japanese attack upon .^ 
England 


would now like to have btner relations 
with Russia. She desires to come upon 
the scene smiling and 
philanthropic, 
blandly advising peace and holding out 
her hand to share with us the spoils of 
victory. But it i* now too late. AVe rec- 
ognize her as our old enemy, who has 
ever stood in the path of Russian devel- 
opment, who has by various means held 
us back from the sea, has constantly, by 
means of her publications and her ma- 
chinery for disseminating news, fostered 
prejudices against us throughout the en- 
tire civilized world. This last attack on 
us is only one of a hundred scores that 
we have against England, and when our 
war with Japan is ended it will be not 
only possible, but also necessary, that we 
then proceed with the long contemplated 
expedition to India. 


The statement is all the more sig- 


nificant because of the position of its 
author. Prince Oukhtomsky is the edi- 
tor of the St. Petersburg Viedomosti, 
one of the most influential papers in 
Europe. 
He is a gentleman of the 


bedchamber at the court of the czar 
and enjoys the personal confidence and 
friendship of the latter. 


His threat against England and his 


talk about pushing on to India are there- 
fore not idle, but may be regarded as 
reflecting the intentions of his royal 
master. 
Nothing could be more illu- 


minative of the purposes of Russia. In 
case of victory over Japan, which 
seems remote enough at present, it is 
perfectly plain that the empire of the 
czar intends to absorb China and ulti- 
mately dominate all Asia. Talk about 
a yellow peril! What about a Cossack 
peril? 


This utterance makes it more evident 


than ever that Japan is fighting the 
battle of civilization. Even if the un- 
expected should happen and the mi- 
kado's troops should be beaten in the 
end, it is safe to say that English 
statesmen know the purposes of the St. 
Petersburg government and cs a mere 
matter of self protection will never 
permit Russia to win the present war 
in the far east.

The Norge Disaster. 


The sinking of the Scandinavian- 


American steamship Norge off the west 
coast of Scotland, with a loss of over 
600 lives, following so closely upon the 
Slocuro disaster in New York harbor, 
emphasizes the perils of those who go 
down to the sea in ships and enforces 
the public demand for a speedy refor- 
mation in the business of carrying pas- 
sengers over the waters. It is reported 
that, as in the case of the Slocum, the 
Norge was inadequately supplied with 
life saving apparatus and that many 
of the life preservers were so old as to 
be useless. The crew was poorly drill- 
ed and hindered rather than helped in 
the work of launching the lifeboats, 
only four of which were successfully 
got away. A third marine catastrophe 
should not be necessary to teach the 
steamship companies the folly of the 
false economy which endangers the 
lives of thousands of persons to save a 
few dollars in the cost of equipment. 


Chinese Railways. 


Because of the war in the far east 


all things relating to the development 
of the orient are interesting. A recent 
consular report gives the railways of 
China as follows: 


The first railway in Chin.a was built in 


1897 and extended from Peking- to Tien- 
tsin, a distance of 75 miles. It has since 
been extended to Shanhaikwan, an addi- 
tional distance of 91 miles. From Peking 
there is a road to Tungtschu, a distance 
of 1S.S miles. The main road, however, is 
the Luhan railroad, extending through 
Pechili, Honan and Hupe to Hankow, 
•with a total length of 652 miles. There 
are a number of branches to this road. 
One of these starts at Tschongtingfu. ex- 
tending to Taijuanfu, the capital of Shan- 
si, a distance of 155 miles. Farther south 
is the undertaking of the Peking syndi- 
cate, an English company. In northern 
Tiina is the Kaiochau-Tsinanfu railroad, 
186 miles long. Railroads have been plan- 
ned from Peking to Kiachta and from 
Tientsin to Chinkiang-, and a Belgian 
eompariy has a concession to build a road 
from Honan south from the Yellow river. 
Dther lines in China are the following: 
Shanghai-\Vusung, 12 miles; Canton-Fat- 
schan, 18 miles; Shanghai-Xankin, 174 
miles.

is not courage. Often it is only stupidi- 
ty. But the man who swallows the 
lump in his throat, who stills the beat- 
ing of his heart and goes on, that man 
has heroism in his makeup. 


Bravado is only a counterfeit. Loud 


talking is usually resorted to in order 
to cover up weakness. It is a bluff. 
But beware of the man who says little 
and says that quietly. When you strike 
him you are next to the real article. 


It takes courage to go against the 


current It is so much easier to drift 
When men ask you to do something 
that is hurtful or that is beneath your 
manhood, have ,you the bravery to re- 
sist? If you see a flagrant wrong in 
the civic life about you, have you the 
nerve to oppose it? If you hear one of 
your friends unjustly assailed, have 
you the courage to stand up for him? 
Have you the manhood to resist doing 
or countenancing a mean or a little act? 
When a lie seems the easier way out, 
have you the strength to tell the truth? 
When you are offered money for be- 
traying a catisc, have you tiie sturdi- 
ness to be honest? 


All these are the marks of the brave 


man. 


What we need in our national life is 


courage—courage to expose the bribers 
who are debauching the government, 
courage to oppose the combinations 
that are robbing the people, courage to 
stand by principle at whatever cost 


The people lore men. They are tired 


of weaklings, of tools, of those who 
have not the bravery to follow the 
promptings of their own souls.

[Cut from a log of inferior lumber value.] 
pwiments designed to prevent the ex- 
haustion of tbe timbers from which 
ties are made. 


The latest results of these Investiga- 


tions, as stated by Dr. Hermann von 
Sehrenk, make it appear that a trape- 
zoidal or modified half round tie, with 
a base of ten to twelve inches and a 
top bearing surface of six inches, dis- 
tributes the weight of moving train 
loads upou tbe roadbed as effectively 
as a rectangular tie ten to twelve inches 
broad. Tbe bulC round tie is pood, for 
tbe lumberman because in numerous 
instances two ties of this form can be 
made from a log which would furnish 
but one rectangular tie. In other eases 
material for several boards is saved 
where a rectangular tie would have 
taken the entire log. This form is bene- 
cial to the forest, since it encourages 
the cutting of large trees and the sav- 
ing of small ones until they reach more 
valuable size and permits tile utiliza- 
tion of much timber from the tops, 
hitherto left in the woods. The half 
round tie is advantageous from a me- 
chanical standpoint also because it 
gives greater bearing surface per mile 
and a correspondingly more stable track 
than rectangular ties. This tie form is 
therefore advocated by the bureau of 
forestry as economical of timber, con- 
servative of tbe lumber supply and at 
the same time equally efficient with tbe 
forms in common use. 


The commonest as well as the best 


tie material of the past and present in 
this country is white oak, which re- 
sists both wear and decay excellently 
and is consequently cheaper in the long 
run than less expensive woods like 
beech, red oak or loblolly and lodge- 
pole pine. But white oak, besides be- 
ing one of our finest timber trees, is 
becoming high priced and, further, as 
railroad men know well, is becoming 
scarce even faster than the advancing 
price would indicate. 


With proper methods preservative 


treatment of the softer woods c;:n be 
made entirely successful, and impreg- 
nation with creosote, zinc chloride or 
other antiseptic substances allows the 
Use of many woods hitherto pnsspd 
Over as well as of sawed ties, sapwood 
and dead timber. Preservative treat- 
ineiit can make a beech or red oak or 
pine tie outlast a white oak tie. But 
the wearing away of the softer fibers

C. W. Sterrett's hearing was set for 


Monday at 9 a. m. 


Mrs. Clarence W. Sterrett, who lived 


nbout six miles north of Newark, on 
the old Archer farm, died at her home 
Tuesday evening about 5:30 under cir- 
cumstances that caused suspicion that 
her death was caused by violence. 


Mrs. Sterrett was a daughter of Wm. 


Barcus of Fallsbury township and at 
instance of the brothers and sisters 
of the dead woman. Coroner C. F. 
Legge decided upon an investigation. 


Far the purposo of viewing the re- 


mains and conducting a post-mortem 
the coroner with Dr. S. G. MeClure, 
and Dr. B. F. Barnes, was driven to 
the Sterrett home by Mr. James Mills 
in his automobile. 


The physicians proceeded with the 


autopsy which -leveloped that all the 
organs of the b'ody were normal ex 
cept the liver and one kidney. The 
former organ 
was 
involved by 


hydrastie cirrhosis, which was evi- 
dently the cause of her death. There 
were several blood clots on the kid- 
ney which may have been caused by 
an injury, but of thit there was no 
external evidence. The cirrhosis' of 
the liver wc<s also a condition that in 
the opinion of the phj sicians may have 
been caused by violence. 


Eve>T witness who was examined by 


Coroner Legge. including Sterrett's 
sons, testifed that Sterrett was very 
violent when drunfc and tliat on these 
occasions he would strike pnd choke 
bis wife, and threaten to kill her 
the whole famil}. The only way to 
keep him from carrying out his threat* 
was to physically overpowttr him. He 
has been on a protracted spree and 
bis actions this time, have been as 
i,sual on such occasions. 


Sterrett was oefore the Coroner 


Wednesday morning and te his testi 
mony acknowledged that he had 
times had some family trouble. 


Mr. Sterrett testiified as follows: 


• "I live in Newton township; am a 
plasterer, and lived OE a farm, with m;, 
wife and six children. The oldest one 
of the children was 18 years old on the 
3d of May, and the youngest child i« 
past five. My wife has been in toler 
ably good health, and I noticed noth- 
ing wrong about her health. We hav< 
had a little-family trouble, but noth 
ing recently 
I drink some and tbis is 


when we would have the raost trouble 
]\ly wife wao taken suck on Monda; 
night. She sot flighty and seemed to 
get right up in the bed about mid 
night. I did not notice her being rest 
less before 
in particular. 
I ne\e 


abused her. I took her by the neck 
one night and shook her a little, bit 
not to choke her; ne^er inflicted any 
wounds on her at all. I was drinking 
at the time; it wa« never my intention 
to hurt her any, for I loved her 
Things will come up in family troubl 
and sometimes my temper would gc 
the best of me, we got along fine; he: 
name was Ea-cus before we were mar 
ried. I had no trouble with her peopli 
or my neighbors; 
the neighbors al 


used me all right; she had been taking 
treatment from Dr. Rouse. I sent my 
son for Dr. Rouse but could not ge 
him; 
she thought it wasn't bad ana 


that she would get over it in a little 
(while. She did not want a doctor a 


all; I thought of getting Dr. McClure.

bis wife's bedside by him, as he (Ster- 
rett) was at that time drunk, not long 
before the unfortunate woman's death 


F. E. Roe. a neighbor,-who seems to 


be one who knows more about

case than anyone else, came to town 
and testified before the coroner. He 
was bitter in his arraignment of Ster- 
rett. whom he boldly Charged with 
being responsible for his wife's d«*ath. 


About 10 o'clock he went

h'ayor Crilly and swore to an affidavit 
which charges that "one C. W. Ster- 
rett did unlawfully, purposely and of 
deliberate and premeditaied malice 
kill and murder one Minerva Sterrett
